He has been alreativ 
nawied in many and various quarters, by 
concurrent public opinion, and his nomina­ 
tion is hourly increasing in favor, and must 
continue so to increase, as the nearer ap­ 
proach of the election induces men to give 
more earnest thought to this important sub- 
ject. 
T he hour of scrutiny and comparison 
cannot but be favorable to a candidate whose 
character combines unimpeachable integri­ 
ty, with abilities of the highest order, and 
with a native frankness and independence, 
and clear and strong intelligence which 
assure you that under the rosponsibilities 
of power he will find a guide fo r his foot­ 
steps in his own direct perceptions of truth 
and right, as well as e.xample and w arn­ 
ing in the gathered experience of his prede- 
ces.vors.

indicate plainly the deductions we wish to 
m ake from the high estiinatiori in which Mr. 
V an Buren Is held by a portion of our party; 
but to that estimation, saving these deduc­ 
tions, we adhere. 
He is a man who has 
4eserved well of us all; be bas run through 
a long and honerabla public career, with a 
character 
unscathed and 
unimpeached. 
Partisan malice has done its utmo.st asrainst 
fiis fame; every action of his well known 
iife, every word of his speaking or writing, 
has been canvassed, tortured, sifted and 
peryerlcd, to make out matter for some 
tangible acousaiion; and with what result?’ 
T h e results have'been poured out in vague 
generalities, in 
charges of cunning and 
fntrigue. easy to make, dilliciiU to invesii. 
gate, and impossible precisely to meel and 
overthrow with evidence. 
He was driven 
from ofSoe at a time when the apparent ma­ 
jority of his fellow citizens was insane, and 
if ihe sounder majority o f these days shall 
deem it fit for these reasons to reinstate him, 
then w e and all those who think with us, 
w ijr cordially accept and concur in their 
decision. 
But at the outset, there are serious oh- 
jeotions which attach necessarily to the 
very natureof a re.storation. 
It must come 
In pledged in some sort to be a nioiher of 
■ re.storations, to disor^anize and derange the 
public service to s.itisfy personal claims, 
• which will be urged as right, wiih arguments 
unusually difficult to resist. 
T here will he 
histories of victi ms and martyrs, appeals 
to old sy mpathies and antipathies, a revival, 
in short, of a host of persons anti things 
that, might better be forgotton, which yet 
will add a hundred fold to the difficulties 
and dangers which alw ays besiege the ap- 
. pointing power. 
From these no President 
can free him self; but Mr. Calhoun will 
meet them unpledged^ untrammelled, unin­ 


cumbered. 
He has never been hackneyed, 
in the by-paths of mercenary politics, nor 
intimate in their mysteries, nor bound up in 
close correspondence and rpciprbcal obli 
gaticin with all their wire-pullers at all the 
ends of their immense ram ificatioi. 
He 
has not clambered dilligently up construct-. 
ing his ladder as he ro.se, to his-present 
elevation; be has risen buoyantly on 'that 
favor of'the-general public w,h¡ch his high 
qualities, attracted naturally, and which 
they have amply justified.. He has won his 
way, t^ j by craft, b u ^ b v its absence; not 
by unóothmital, but by fearless advocacy 
of unequivocal opinions.

Our.so called Government, is nothing in 
fact but the puh'ic service; its most exalted 
officesure m eiely executive, and the power 
that accnm!>anies_them, isa strie llv limited 
tru.st. 
The whole theory of re|)ublicanism 
presnme.s in the nation the caiiacity of 
judgifig and ihe righi, t.o know how ihis pow. 
er is to he etnpl-ived: and of course the 
right to enquiie into iliis. if it will, oefor-» 
if bestows if. an-1 to be plalnlv ans'verrd 
The tn n'sters of irn-sponsible sovereigns 
inav have lh>-ir private opinions, an'l view.s. 
thetT ambitt'uilii-s. evadiitij qucs'ions they 
no not choose to s itisfv. and ibeir re.serves 
which their snbjec-ts 
must respect, htit 
never penetrate. 
It is o'lierwi.sp here; and 
the man who copies this insolence and pre­ 
sumption, who attempts to hoodwink a free 
people, and expiclsio be irnsted In lead 
them blind-fol-d. misconceives him self and 
them and sins deeply against a first principle 
of liberty. 
Mr. Calhoun is not t^'B man. 
He is i.lentifirt wii.o definite and intelli^ihlc 
views on all the great questions now nr 
lately in discussion before the public, and 
these views may be found summetl up in 
one of the resolutions of the meeting in 
whose behalf we have now the honor to 
address you. 
Free trade, low duties, no 
debt, 
separation from banks, economy, 
retrenchment, and -strict adhererrce to the 
consiitutien; such is the catalogue, and its 
significance, poiqited.:i|» it ,is.. i.s-.grpaijy- 
heightened by the since'i y and thor.'mgh 
going character of Ahe man in who.se name 
it is thus promulgated. 
Alino.st all parlies 
indeed, if we admitted reserves and qnalifi 
cation, might now adopt th.-se words,— 
There is'a prellv general ab:-indonment of 
the whig projects of lorrow ingand hanking, 
and of the folly and waste of collecting 
unnecessary revenue., 
and 
returning it 
diminished by toil and plunder, through an 
unconslitu'.ional distrihqtion. 
-All th<-se heresies may he said to he at 
rest, and if in trr-atirg of the opinions of a 
presidential candidate, wo were to argue at 
great b ngih against them, wn .should incur 
the suspicion of wishing rather to over- 
shadow and conceal somei hi >g in a mn 11 it tide 
of words than to explain or elucidate 
anything. 
Something like this we have 
ob.s'crved, with pain, in Mr. Van Buren’s 
lcticrti?thp Indiana convention. He is full 
and dilfuse, 
mnch so; when there is 
nothing in dispú'le.

But in the question of free trade 
there is a battle field yet uudecinV;!) and to 
that he comes slowly and with ev.'dcnt 
hesitation and reluctance. 
He explores !' 
cautiou.sly on every side, and blows a 
breath of favor with a senlenceof contrary 
argum ent, carefully diluted with hypothe- 
si.s, to every point of the compa.ss. 
Pro­ 
tection is declared to be constitutional, atid 
here in the guise of aquiel legal .ipinion a 
white flag is hung out to the oppres-or.s of 
commerce, of which they well know the 
significance. 
Protection then is cotistitu- 
tional, discrimination is not altogether to be 
condemned, buttwetity perce.nt. maximum 
is suggested, am! straightway loosened to 
twenty five, and airqtlified by diligently 
noted contingencies into thirty five.

tant part of the play in the re adjusttnent 
of the tarifl’.— O ur ships are rotting at the 
wharves because no freights can now he 
earned on imports. 
Our exports, for the 
same reastm, are hindered with demands of 
dentbb: freights out" a-tl, and a piominetii 
eariilldate for the presidency e.xpres.sc.s otte 
of the phases of his optnion of these evils, 
by hinting that they are not to be iiicrea-s- 
e d !! ! 
It is much to say, immediately after 
reading such a tleolaration. that we will 
nevertheless co operate with the partisans 
of this candidate, should he be legdima/elp, 
and fairlp adopted by the democratic party. 
—;Yetwe will do so, on that condition, and 
on th a t condition only; but to such fairness 


the district system o f elebtion for inembers 
of the Gerieral Convension is absolutely, 
indispensable. 
To a Convention s6 elected, 
we will surrenderour individual preferences,' 
but we will not yield t,h,em otherwise. ' Wie, 
doman-1 to be heard, and counted iii fhé^ 
Convention from a ll parts of the ünión'-i-i 
minorities where we have minorities, ‘ma-’ 
jorities where those are ours. 
The Calhbiin 
section of the democratic party in this State, 
if it be a minority, will not therefore subrhit 
tamely to be smothered, to be disfranchised, 
and, even worse, made to give up its votes 
to be counted against it? cause.

cedcnts of absurdities ratified by custom, 
no. claim of political rights for geographical 
lines and boundaries, no juggling inapplica­ 
ble'analogies of state representation, wjll 
over make this wrong right.

He has made them known in 
y-Hir p'ahlic councils, f¡o has inpro.ssed them 
on your legislatures, and even the very 
creed of party, the orthodoxy of democratic 
faith has .soinr-tliing in it now which he 
or'ginated, ami wliieh you have accepted 
and hold fast hecati.se it was good. 
He has 
said and done a iliou.sand things 
in the 
course of his pttblic career, which have 
laid his character open before you, which 
have come from his heart and feeling.s, and 
gone home to yours. 
You tnit;ht agree or 
differ with hi.s views, but you made a person­ 
al. acquaintance through ‘heiii svittt-him:- 
an.l hnn you were sure to like. 
.And from 
this acquaintance you are now able to deter­ 
mine liow ho wilt or would net in any sup 
posahle case, or on any given qtie.stion. and 
you can determine this on the mcrit.s of the 
case itscdf, without reference to its bearing 
oil politics and votes, or to any influences 
or interests that might be brougbt to bear 
lip 111 it.— VVitli.'.Ir. Van Bureii all this is 
widely diffaronf. 
No action of his life 
enables you to guess what manner of man 
he is; you may judge in what circiimstan- 
ces h ‘ was placed, what olijects he liad in 
view, but you refer it all to the eternals, & 
of the iiitcroal mind you know nothing. 
S-arch in your minds for all you know about 
him, and you • .shall find you know what 
offices he has held; and that you do not 
very well know how he came to be selected 
for them. 
He has never dealt with you 
dirccily, but always at one remove, always, 
as it were, at .second-hand. 
He has not 
stood out a man of free .speech and action, 
in hold relief, like .Mr. Calhoun, before the 
people, but he has practised apart with their 
servants. 
By those the people trusted he 
has been trusted, but not by them. 
He is a 
man of calculation and one who makes no 
mistakes, s: his strengili lies in knowledge 
o f every pivot and pinion of the political 
sy.sti'.m.. Such knowledge in political life 
is emin-cnlly valuaL'le and useful, and the 
man who had a genius for acquiring it and 
turning it to account became indispensable 
in public bodies. 
Not in political clubs 
and coininiitees and conventions only, but- 
also ill legislatures and cabinet councils, 
and to aH in turn he did good service, and 
from all he collected his wages in advance­ 
ment. 
But he has no personal popularity; he 
never had any; and the deliberate appro­ 
bation, half negative, that we be.stow on his 
public career» is a thing as different from 
the genial foelings of friendship with which 
men speak ot Jackson or Galhoun, as a 
certificate of good character Is different from 
a cordial em brace. 
For Mr. Calhoun, we 
repeal these genial feelings exist; we ap ­ 
peal for them confidently tosym pathies as 
wide as this Union, and we call on the mil­ 
lions in whoso breasts this appeal must find 
an echo, to give in ilieir anstyers at the 
ballot boxes. 
To them we appeal from the 
high handed proceedings of the late. Con 
vension at Syracuse, a hundred men assem- 
bled, nobody knows how, without mission 
or credentials, yet claiming to exercise the 
whole powers of the democratic party.— 
Tlieso men have arrogantly actually ap­ 
pointed delegates to represent us all in the 
Baltimore Convcntioii; delégalos whom that 
body cannot recognize, whose seats other 
delegates elected by the people in the dis- 
iriols will dispute, and, for the sake of peace 
in our party, it is to be hoped succp.ssfully. 
The contract that puts the State of N. York 
into the keeping of thirty-four men, to be 
delivered over, bound hand and loot, to Mr. 
Van Buren, must be annulled, for there are 
thousands upon thousands among its peo­ 
ple who might have voted for him volunta- 
rily, yet who will not be dragooned into it 
thus.

It turned out, however, that more 
noi'es were brought to the bank for payment, 
than what had been entered on the books’ 
of i^e bank a s having been issued: , and 
ih'iis led to an invesilgalion and di.scoverv 
of the villanous transaction, and clearly 
traced out one of the many robberies that 
had been committed by the officers of the 
United States Bank on the ¡iinocent .stock­ 
holders. 
.Many of the.se stockholders arc 
widows and orjihans, in this country and 
in Europe, who are now reduced from a 
state of competence and comparative af­ 
fluence, to beggary, penury, and the utmost 
distress, by placing their whole means in 
ihis corrupt institution. 
Yet these arrant 
knaves, these vipers on our social system, 
these

The following is an extract,from a bill of 
discovery filed in chancery against Nicho-, 
las Biddle, the ex-president 
o f the late 
National Bank, in order to discover to 
what purpose was applied $400,000! al­ 
leged to have been taken by him and the 
cashier, John Andrews. 
To this bill a 
demurrer was put in, which we also append. 
The principal argum ent seems to be, that 
the transaction took placo “ along time 
ago.” 
It will be ob.served that the opera­ 
tions took place while yet it was a national 
bank, before it became a State in-stituiion': 
And your oraiors furiher state, that be­ 
tween the lO th^ay of February and the 1st 
day of .March, in the year 1886, or there 
about, the said John -Andrews, being such I they ordered and 


first assistant cashier as aforsaid, drew Vari­ 
ous cheeks or orders on the said first tellsr, 
and received'the money from the safii'iiirst 
teller for the same, and delivered some, part 
or the whole of the same over to the said 
Nicholas Biddle; the'said cheeks 'being 
drawn, and the said money paid over-to ánd 
received by the said Nicholas ■Bid<Be, ljy. 
concert between the said N icholas Biddle 
and the said John Andrews. 
Arid''yo'ur 
orators further state, that the whole tm óiínt 
of money .so drawn for and received by- the 
said John Andrews, and paid over fty 'him; 
in whole or in part, to ihe said Nicholas 
Biddle, amounted to the sum of foiir hundred 
thousand dollars, or thereabout:' and; 'that 
the said sums of money, so ' obtained, wé'ré 
never applied to or used in any legitimate 
business of the said bank, but, on the con­ 
trary, were wasted by them, the said Nioh- 
olas Biddle and John Andrews, or applied 
to some uses by them, for which they can­ 
not claim credit against the said bank or 
her assigns, and never accounted; for by 
them to the said bank. 
• 
. ■' 
And your orators further charge, that the 
said Nicholas Biddle and John Andrews, 
having thus obtained the sum of four hun­ 
dred thonsand dollar.® and upwards, did, in 
order to give a different aspect to the trans­ 
action, resort to sundry contrivances, to wit: 
T he said checks of John Andrews,, isom- 
monly called cashier’s vouchers, for the said 
sums, amounting to four hundred thousand 
dollars, or thereabout, were (as were also 
all the vouchers of the same kind) retained 
by the said first teller in his draw er'until 
the day should arrive when he should be 
required to account for the moneys in his 
hands, or under his control, belonging to 
the said bank, which said accountings oc­ 
curred periodically; and he entered these 
vouches in a certain cash-book kept by 
him, called the first teller’s statement, un- 
d erth e head ortitle of “ sundries; ” a n é the 
said Nicholas Biddle and John Andrews, 
in order to repossess themselves of said 
vouchers, caused ten notes of the BarA of 
the United Stales, called parent post-nbtcs, 
to be executed by the o n cers 
whom the 
exnciitioii of such notes belonged, on the 
1st day of.M arch, 1836, but bearing the’ 
date of the lOih of February. 183Q, each 
of said notes being for the sum o ffo rt^h o u - 
.sand dollárs.aúd cjiused them tobe etWeáed 
in a certain book o f-tte -said bank» called 
“The' General Parent*-^osj-.Register,”^but 
nnd.T itio dalo ’df-ahew 10tl»,,-aCíFal>IWH.nt 
1836. 
And your oramrs further charge; that the 
said Nicholas Biddle and John Andrews, 
having po.s.ses.-!ed themselves of these ten 
post note.s, delivered them to the'^said firsT 
teller, and took from him the said vouchers 
for four hundred thousand dollars, leaving 
the.se p-jst notes as a substitute for the same. 
.\nd your orators further state, that on or 
about the 1st of March, 1836, (that being 
the ne.xt accounting day of' the first teller,) 
the said Nicholas Biddle and John An- 
drcw.s 
did 
take 
out of 
the 
drawer 
of the said first teller ''the said 
po.st 
notes, and cauied the same to bepurned in 
the pre.sence of a certain committee of the 
directors, called the committee on the state 
of the bank, to whom the office or duty be­ 
longed of burning the 
circulation of the 
said hank which had been redeemed, and 
which it was not intended to reissue— this 
duty having been deputed to them by a cer­ 
tain resolution of the board of directérs of 
said bank, passed on the 1st day of March 
1836. 
And your orators further state, that the 
said Nicholas Biddle and John Andrews, 
caused the jsaid committee to believe thaf 
the said notes, so burned, were notes which 
had been in circulation, and had been re^ 
turned to the bank and redeemed, s|hd werb 
not intended again to be put in circulation, 
(as the charter of the said bank w u thg^, 
about expiring,) and which it was therefore 
proper should be destroyed; and timt lh ^ ‘ 
also further caused the .said comnfittee 4? 
believe that the notes so burned were ban^ 
notes— that is, notes payable on denfend;

aggregate of three 
million two hundred and eighty*two thou­ 
sand eight hundred dollars. 
And your orators further charge, that the 
said Nicholas Biddle and John Andrews 
caused the said resolution of tlie 1st of

said committee “to destroy, by burning,

A nd,your o rat^;fu i^er,stato i'-,th at the 
said Biddle tmd A ^ rd w s ^ e ll knew that, 
by so doing,^*(rffccording'^to the course of 
book-keeping in the said bank,) the parent 
bank-note account would be debited immedi­ 
ately (as in fact it was) with four hundred - 
thousand dollars parent-banlc notes as hav­ 
ing been burnt. 
And your orators further state, th at the i 
books of the bank contain an account of 
parent post-notes, where any issue of post- 
notes-which had been actually redeemed, 
and burnt or destroyed, should be debited; 
but, as the said account is sm all com pared' 
with the parent bank note account, it did; 
not furnish equal facilities for these transac­ 
tions as did the said parent bank note 
ac­ 
count, although the large denominations, in 
which post-notes usually were made afford­

stated made the debit side of the account 
exceed the-credit side— or, in other words 
made it appear that more notes had been 
destroyed than had ever been issued; which 
as it was impossible in the n atu reo f things, 
led to inqiiirie.s, which resulted in the detec­ 
tion of the transaction above described and 
set f.irth. 
And your orators further charge, that 
upon the discovery 
of the above stated 
errors 
and mis entrics, the subject tvas 
referred to a committee of the directors of 
the bank, chartered by the aforesaid act of 
Asssembly, which commiittee directed the 
patent post-note account to be credited with 
four hundred thousand dollars, and the a c ­ 
count entitled “ losses” chargeable io the 
contingent fund, to be debited with the same 
thereby transferring this loss tothataccount. 
And your orators furtherdeclare, that this 
though insofar right that it relieved the pa- 
rent bank note account from said false entry 
yet, as this account of losses, chargeable 
to the contingenlfund, was in fact the profit- 
and-loss account of said bank, the charging 
said four hundred thousand dollars to that • 
account may admit of various interpreta- 
tations. 
If it was intended thereby to rep­ 
resent that the said four 'hundred thousand 
dollars was e.xpended in the contingent dk- 
penses of the bánlí, it Was wholly unw ar­ 
ranted.

Y o u n g G e n tle m e n :— T he 
purport o f 
this meetinp; is the formalion o f a polemic 
School or Society. 
It has heen V/eemeti 
e.xpedieht that an address he delivered upon 
this occa.sion, in accordance with which 1 
invited quite an able speaker to attend with 
us: whose ab.sensc has placed us in rather 
an awkward situation; for amontr us are 
hot to be found orators, hut candidates for 
oratory; and as one o f that number my.self, 
I feel quite inadequate llie task o f deliver­ 
ing before you an address worthy o f this 
occasion.' But permitted by your patience 
and attention; I w ill endeavor lo .show you 
the,nature o f such institutions, the manner 
in which they should be carried on, and 
la.stly the important results which have and 
yol may arise from such Societies. 
And 
as tins IS an important part o f a good edti. 
^ p ^ io n and..iniinBat€ly^connected with il 
,j^¿both in acquiring and practising the .same. 
1 trust I shall be pardoned if 1 should di­ 
gress in some particulars from what is the 
fruits o f such Societies only lo that o f E du­ 
cation in general. 
In the first place a polemic School or 
Sociely is sim ply a band o f persons united 
under a social compact: for the purpose o f 
mental and e-xternal improvement. 
The 
principal mental improvement is tlic impe­ 
tus given our reasoning fuciillies; though 
they are benignly innuoiilial in the acqui­ 
sition o f knowledge, by causing us to read 
more, read to better advantage, to ob.serve 
.ev ery thing before us minutely which relates 
in any way to the subject under considera- 
lion and b\ 
causing a strict attention to, 
and reflection on what is adv,Tnccd in the 
discussion by the difiurent members o f the 
Society. 
For most assuredly if w e feel 
that interest which is commonly manifested 
in such societies: it will call forth a lively 
and successful reflection on the difTcrent 
ideas we draw from these sources. 
And it 
is a principle generally admitted, that duo 
reflection on what wo see, on what others 
havc_said or written, or any idea which from 
a n y source whatever w e catch or receive, 
‘is as necessary to the acquisition o f ,knowl- 
edge: as digestion of the food in the stomach 
is to the strcngfli and^ power o f the body. 
H ence reflection is figuratively termed di­ 
gestion. 
It is certainly in the power o f all 
men, but more particular o f young men to 
keep their mind.s under better discipline 
than the most o f them do, by reflecting on 
matters o f moment instead o f the many 
trivial circum stances, with which they are 
so often encumbered. 
It is certainly mat­ 
ter o f deep interest to yon that whíío you 
are young while your mind.s are su.sccptible 
o f lasting impre-ssions and eiidlo-ss improve, 
mcnt; that you cultivate them in a proper 
manner, in such' an order that yon may 
become u.scfu!,'and qualified for an y siatioíi 
in which you m ay bo dc.stinod to move. 
But as has been observed the principal rnon- 
tnl improvement is the aid given our roa.son- 
ing facult!e.s. .'T h e.lerm polem ic means 
controversial, or disputory, whereby a qiies- 
tion is discus.sed by different parties; and 
by which truth on doubtful su y ects ,can be 
.elicited: fonóti most o f subjects mankind 
have,quite different opinions,- and profess 
.principles entirely to the contrary o f eaoh 
other; and.the best way o f com ing at the 
true merits of any o f those principles is to 
' hear 
the 
question discussed 
by 
equal 
■ parties or equal talents on each .side, some 
difficulties arise in such Societies by m em ­ 
bers being on the side of a question contra- 
.ry to their true feelin g, on the subject; but 
-even this is a necessary qualificaiion; for 
following some branches o f business as an 
.attorney may often have to contend fur liis 
Cliaiit against what he him self really be­ 
lieves to be Justice in the oasOj.aiid for the 
encouragement o f this part o f improvement 
all questions shonld be decided by the chair 
according to the force o f argument. 
But 
the most-U sefultdiséussionáre those where 
the members are placed on the side o f merit 
agreeably to their belief,, when itbey can 


etnharlc in the debate w ith;zcal and p leasi 
are. . 
. 
N o one pretends to deny, that the act .of 
speaking in a properstyle is a noble quali­ 
fication to the young m anientefing on the 
stage o f a business life. 
He knows not: 
when he', may be publicly attacked - on the' 
correctness o f his principle.«, or by the slan­ 
der and falsehood o f the tattler, or he m ay 
in time be called to fill important station.s 
in hiscountry, where it m ay be essentially 
neceasary for iiim to reason coherently, to 
stand forili a s a pillar o f state, and contend- 
for his country's good, in strains o f the w an n­ 
est eloquence., 
.■ 
. 
T he e.Ntornal improvement , arising from 
.such in.stilijtions where properly'governed,■ 
is o f va.st importance to the youth.: .'Here, 
they, shouldg«m |^^gethér with-.social’feel- 
ing.s. 
,IIer?O T n^altar o f useful improve-, 
mctit they slioiild.saoi'iiice every spark of 
prejudice, and enmilV toward e a cio th -’r, 
and as a hand o f brothers cultivate: eve-, 
ry 
feeling 
o f affahility 
and 
decorum. 
T hey may in.tliis capacity obtain an idea 
o f parliaiiientory. rules, and she cuslom s 
wliicli characterize .llie great, republican 
institutions, and councils o f our Nation, 
They may also learn to act with polite­ 
ness towards each other and a. proper ad. 
dress and deportment, which will n ake them 
easy & agreeable in the most refined circles 
of Society. 
If a young gentleman enters the great 
arena o f lile without somc suph discipline, 
he appears awkward, he feel.s awkward and 
often from hashfulness or-tim idity .suffers 
him.sclf irnpe.sed on rather than take apart 
in the topic o f conver,-<ation on his own part 
in the jesis or insinuations o f the company. 
But let a young man he accustomed to rise 
in the midst of.an a.ssernbly and discuss 
some subject until it beconie no. cross or 
task to him, and you have removed the 
great obstacle o f youthful timidity. 
Yon 
place him ai once in a situation w’here his 
other acquirements may be o f infinite ad- 
vantage to biin. 
T o all liis former learn­ 
ing and qualifications, tin's will add the pol- 
ish. 
His deep learned skill in the sciences, 
in History, in Politic.s, and even in Divirtió 
ty can bo brouglit to bear in that light ho 
wishes it, and le clothed in a style most in­ 
teresting to the company h e keeps or the 
assem bly he addres.ses. 
“ Even ordinary 
and trivial ideas clothed with a properstyle 
it uttered with graceful accents, is calcula- 
teil to bo better received than the most 
sublime ti'utlis, and idea.s, when atended 
with barbarism,provincialisms, and vulgar. 
ism s.”

The Governme'tit teVuch an institution is 
an iinporiant 
irait in iis characier. 
On 
con.stituting this kind of Society wo should 
reflect with otic weight upon what manner 
o f laws sliall govern us. 
Let them bn o f a 
republican nature. 
Let us form our Con­ 
stitution in go-'-d faiib, and timn adhere lo it 
s'ricily -so long as we stand thus committer'. 
And when by the voice o f all ihem em hers 
w e esialilish a code o f law s, k t us yield 
implicit obedience to thorn, remernhcring 
that it is better to have no law than to fail 
to comply will, its precepts or to enforce 
obedience to it. 
And in c a se any o f us 
fail to discharge our duly agreeably to the 
rules of iheSoci ty, we should boldly come 
up stand our trial, and pay up m anfully 
such fine ns may be assessed auuinst us. 
VVe should,elect.a.President to .superintend 
the Society and watch over the deliberalions 
o f the same during the. term of his adininis. 
tratiqii. 
He should at the proper hour of 
each meeting call the house to order, keep 
good order dttring the m eeting. 
Strictly weigh' the dilferent arguments 
o f the dehatois and decide the question 
aecording to the weight and ingcnnity of 
argument, and when any motion is made by 
one and .seconded by another member, he 
should put the motion before the house for 
their decision.

brightest liopes and prospects arc blasted: 
T he most robust constitutions arc shattered 
and de.stroycd, and too oft, alas! the poor, 
deluded victim o f intemperance finds an un- 
tim ely grave, and liis soul is ushered, mi- 
prepared, into.the presence o f that A lm ig h ty 
'■tod who gave it, there to hear the awful 
sentence, “depart froin me ye. workers of 
iniquity I knowyou not.” O f the m a n y fatal 
contrivances, which Qur spccies, too fertile 
in invention, have hit upon for corrupting 
themselves, defacing our blessed M aker's 
im age upon the mind, and pervenittg ilie 
end of tieir creation, none would appear 
more unaccountable, if wo were not too 
well accustom ed to see instances o f it, than 
tho debasing vice of drunkenness.

.dicinsclves below the level o f the brutes, 
(foT drunkehness is peculiar to our species) 
is something equally aslonisliing to onr rea- 
son and .shocking to our sensibilities. 
Men 
are, usually, moro sensitive in relation to 
jbeir undertanding and good sense than 
OBy.tJjing else: you m ay assail their virtue, 
without scarcely giving offence, but no man 
canbearthe least reflection upon his under­ 
standing; yet, strange to tell, men will in­ 
dulge in a practice, by which, experience 
convinces them, they will loose their un. 
dcrstanding; dethrone their reason and be­ 
come perfect idiots. 
Unthinking, unreflec- 
(jng persons aró apt to look with great eon- 
•/tempt upon one whom nature has deprived 
of reason; but in what light sitould ho be 
• viewed whostupiiies bnnsclf? VVhatcanbe 
conceived more unsuitable to the dignity o f 
human nature, than the drunkard, with his 
eyes staring and inflamed; his tongue stam ­ 
mering; his lips quivering; It is liand.s trem ­ 
bling, his legs tottering; his stomach heav­ 
ing: 
The sw ine, wallowing in the mire, 
it not h alf so loathsome an object as the 
drunkard; “ for nature in her meanest dress 
i* alw ays nature;” but the drunkard has 
thfown him self Ihr beneath the dignity o f 
if# nature and taken up a companionship 
with the brute creation: a rational being 


■ u n it into irrationality: a being formed for 


immortality sunk into filth and ;aensbaUty: 
a creature 'endowed with capacities for 
holding companionship ryiih angels, and In­ 
habiting the etherial regions,,jn a condition 
not fit to be received into the society o f his 
fellow .creatures on this earth: the lord o f 
this .world; the noblest work o f God sunk 
and degraded below the vile.st o f the brutes. 
T his picture is strong and we have employ: 
ed strong terms in drawing it; nevertheless 
it is true; and w hile we adhere to truth wo 
cannot use loo strong language in assailing 
a vice so fatally destructive in- its cpnse. 
quence.s; and should an y think that we are 
too severe, we can only say to them that we 
do it with the* kindest feelings and-for the 
-solo object o f promoting the happiness of 
mankind 
both here and hereafter.. 
But 
there i.s tnuch more lo be said against this 
ino.si abominaliie and fatal vice. 
There is 
no other that so effoctually and so suddenly 
unliingc.s and ovcrtnrns.all virtue, and dcs- 
troy.s every thing valuable in the mind, as 
drunkenness. 
It take.soff every restraint, 
anu opens tlie mind to every temotation. 
There is ;;u such expeditious w ay for a 
person to corrupt aiiJ debauch himself, to 
turn hitn.solf from a man into a demon; as 
by becom ing into.xicalod, with spirituous 
liquors: nor is tlicro, perhaps, any other 
habit so bcwitcliing, and which becomes, so 
soon, almost unconquerable, asdrunkenno.ss. 
W hy is ¡ISO? 
The reason is plain: 
There 
is no vice, wliich so effectually de.siroys 
reason; and when the facultie.sof the mind 
are overurrned, lire unhappy victim, has 
lost all power o f c.xertion; he yields to hi.s- 
created,m orbid, appetite and is hurried 
along the 
current o f -sensuality into the 
g u lf o f irvecovcrable destruction. 
But ah! 
the evil effects of intemperance stop not 
here: though it blast all our brightest pros­ 
pects; tiioiigh it du.sttoy our health: though 
it mar. our peace and happiness: though it 
-sink us hencaili the vilest o f the briitc crea­ 
tion, its ravage.s Stop not here; it t-kills be­ 
yond the tomb,” there i.s no promi.seof peace, 
to the dnm kard, iu eternity.

This is not the picture o f e.xciied im agina 
tion; it is stern reality, and, if the Scrip­ 
tures l)c true, lie who sinks into a drunk­ 
ards grave, will but riso to sink into an in 
terminalile hell; for the Apostle Paul tells 
ii.s, in l.st Corintb'ansO. 10. that no drunk- 
ard “shall iniiorit the kingdom o f God.” 
ft mvist ho ailniiiled by all, that drunken­ 
ness IS an evil: but ibcre are many o f the 
most re.spcclalile of our fellow citizens, 
who contend that what llioy plea.se to term 
mn/leratc or fashionable drinking is not an 
evil, and, consequently, may be iudnlgeil 
in with propriety; and we fear, very much 
that this mistaken notion ha.s insidiously 
crept into our church and that many o f our 
members are in the too frequent liabit of 
dram-diinking- 
Brethren, 
exam ine 
this 
subject w ell; view the track you are in, 
and contemplate its end. 
Did you ever 
know a drunkard who wa.s not once a mod. 
er-Atc drinker? 
T he thirst for spirituous 
liquors is not a natural, biit an acquired one; 
hence every individual, who creates within 
hiiii, an appetite for alcohol, is perverting 
tlie order o f nature, and.tlierchy producing, 
a derangement in the beautiful system ot 
creation, the pride of which is m an. 
This 
is evidently wrong, as an i.solaied proposi­ 
tion, disconneoted.cntirely, with any o f the 
evil con.sequences which re.sull from the 
use o f ardent spirits. 
But who can say, if 
be drink at all, that he is safe? 
One dram 
creates a thirst for another: a morbid appo- 
lito is pioiluccd: the nervous -system be- 
comes aflectcd: through it tho mind is 
h“d. and.the moderate drinker, ere he 
reacir 
is aware o f it, is a powerless victim , clasp 
cd within the serpentine foldsof the hideous 
mon.sler. 
There are some, it is true, who 
drink through the whole course o f their 
lives and arc never drunk; yet as intern, 
peranoo is admitted to he an evil, it ia the 
duty o f every one, who takes the Bible as 
his guide, 
to keep entirely beyond the 
roach of it: 
W e are commanded in that 
sacred book to “abstain from all appearance 
o f e v il.” 
Arc we acting in obedience to 
thi.s divine injunction when we indulge in 
a practice from Which such evil consequen­ 
ces flow? 
W e are also commanded, by the 
blessed Saviour him self, to love our neigh, 
hor as ourselves. 
Do we manifest that 
love by setting an exam ple which is c a lcu ­ 
lated to lead our neighbor into vice and im-" 
morality? 
E very ono who loves fiis neigh­ 
bor as himself, will shew his affection by 
consulting hi.s interest in nil things which 
may concern him either in time or eternity. 
VVhoovcr is guilty of m isleading a fellow 
creature, either by exam ple or. otherwise, 
into a course o f wickedness which will end 
in his eternal ruin, m ay, in reason, expect 
to have the soul, whose riiin he has caused, 
required, hereafter, at his hands. 
W ith­ 
hold, then, the pernicious example; set it 
not again; must thy neighbor or thy »on 
have a place in the infernal regions to grat- 
ify thy false appetite? 
Think how you

temptations,

H e sees you drink 
and he im agines what you do is right: Path- 
e r i . a m ember o f the Methodist Church; 
he IS a ChrMtian; i f it was wrong to drink

not do it; 
I can indulge 
in It too: 
Thase are the reflections o f your 
son; hedrm ks; he drinks again: he plead, 
your exam ple at first; follow ing that ex ­ 
am ple hq eontracU a habit; ibis, habit, in- 
duldged m. creates an appetite, which orer- 
com es his judgment; h i. pbilosophj is not 
quite so siera as yours; his .youthful tern- 
peramcnt more excitable: dram afler dram 
be drinks, until, ere long, you see him post- 
m g the downward road to ruin, destined to 
fill a drunkards grave. 
W ill you réprove 
him . 
H a W ill tell yo u — you taught me 
by your exam ple, that it was right to drink .: 
W hat will be your reflections even in ibis 
world? but they are nothing to what they 
must be in eternity, when that son w ill shake 
at you his fiery chains and say thou didst 
do it: thy e.xample brought me here 
A l. 
though you will all readily admit that in. 
temperance isa great evil, and that a habit o f 
lirmking, on ce contracted is apt to increase 
and very difficult to break off, still there are 
m any e.vcuses for indulging in taking your 
dram. 
It is really deplorable to think of 
thernany m iserable pretences made use o f 
to apologize 
for this beastly vice. 
One 
w ill e.xcuse him self by saying be is neces- 
sa rily obliged to keep com pany and he w ill 
be counted an odd kind o f fellow if he 
refuses to take a glass. 
But can anythini' 
more eflecinally di-squalify a man forcom° 
pany keeping than to have his tongue tied 
and his brain stupified with strong liquors? 
Another, will pretend that excessive heat 
and fatigue produce nausea and loss o f 
appetite; while another w ill sa y a little 
liquor is necessary to drive away, the cold: 
N or is the pretence o f drinking to drive 
aw ay care or cheer the spirits any more 
worthy o f a rational creature. 
If, by the 
(luce o f strung liquor a man's care m ay be 
banished and his conscience lulled asleep 
fora time, ho can only expect them to break 
loose upon hiinafterwards withgreater fury. 
He who artificially rai.ses his spiriu by 
drinking, w ill find them sink and flag in an 
equal proportion when the stim ulating prop, 
erties of the liquor has become «xhausted. 
And then th ey must be raised again; and so 
on, till at last he has no spirits to raise. 
T hese arc all pretences, the 
reality o f 
which, no one believes. 
T he fact is, he 
who drinks.acquires an nppctiie for it and 
he drinks because he loves it. 
There is 
another very -strong reason w hy members 
of the Methodist Chnrcli sliould abstain, 
entirely, from the u.so ofardent spirits: 
W e 
hold it to he the duty o f every one, vi'ho at- 
laches htm.sell to any society, to conform to 
the rules o f that society of'w hich he is a 
niember: 
^ T he general 
rules 
o f our 
Uhtirch enjoin upon every member the “a. 
voiding evil o f every kind, especially that 
which is most generally practised;” and 
in the enumeration o f ibo.se evils we find 
“Dninkennes.s; 
or 
drinking 
spirituous, 
liquor::, unless in cases o f necessity,” inolu- 
dnd. 
Then read the Sriptures; read your dis­ 
cipline, and you will find that both enjoin 
tuta!^ abstinence; and can tlio.se expect to 
receive a welcom e plaudit from the right, 
ecus Judge, who live in the daily violation 
of hi.s holy law and o f the discipline o f the 
church to which they helong. 
In conclusion, BrethrenT wo anpeal to 
you as men; as brethren; us Christians and 
entreat you, if you are in the habit o f in. 
diilging in this pernicious practiec o f dram 
drniking, 
to quit it 
immediately: 
You 
surely have never reflected upon the conse- 
quencc.s o f the exam ple you ore setting; 
0 n s o f two rhitig.s- must result from it: 
You w ill either make yourselves marks for 
the finger of scorn and ridicule to be point, 
cd atu n d ilierehy degrade your.selve.s and 
tho Church to wliich you belong; or by 
your exam ple you.will load others into vice, 
and tliu.s become stiim iiling.blocks over 
which hundreds o f your fclio'w-bcings m av 
full into endless perdition. 
VVe beseech 
you iheroihro to enlist under the banner o f 
total abstinence; and as the professed fol. 
owers o f ourbl,e.ssed Saviour “ walk worthy 
o f the vocation wherewith, y e are called .”

T he political position o f this gentleman 
is, and always ha.s been peculiar.— Ho has 
commanded the votes o f the whole country 
at an election, and been chosen by unani- 
molts acclammation. V ice President o f the 
United Stales; yet lie never hart a party, 
in the common acceptation o f that term. 
There never has been, between him and 
any set o f politicians through the country, 
any arrangement for mutual support. 
If 
he were elected President to morrow, there 
would not he a man'in the whole country to 
whom he would owe the least obligation, or 
who could claim anything o f him. 
Mr, 
Calhoun has never taken any part in ar. 
raging elections; he has never had wires 
to pull, or machinery to manage, but has 
been a mere spectator, and has alw ays 
treated his own prospects when he has been 
a candidate, with lo.ss intere.st than almost 
any other 
man has treated thorn.— His 
friends h^dvo never done much to organise 
themsclvfis. 
T hey were in old times the 
whole country, and so needed no nrgani'/.-n 
lion. 
The support given to Mr. Calhoiin 
has alway-s been, to an nmi.siial extent, the 
impulse o f personal esteem . 
At home it is 
so peculiarly.— T here ho mingles not at 
all with political partizans. 
From Con­ 
gress he goes home and luisirs him self upon 
hi.s farm, and in his tam ily, and scarcely i.s 
.seen at all in public until he returns to his 
official position, 
fie w ill not confonn to 
the Soinlierri custom o f .stump or canvass, 
ing for votes, nor do anyilifng whicli looks 
ike seeking for office.

seeking for votes. 
During the whole course 
o f his life We do not recollect that he has 
ever been charged with unfaitlifulness to 
any o f his engagements o f any sort. 
His 
political opinions have alw ays been frankly 
avowed, and when avowed there has never 
been any doubt as to what they were, or 
whether they would be adhered to. 
He has 
•never^-waited for public .sentiment to .b e 
formed before he dared to di.scl'ose his own 
opinions, but whenever a subject has come 
before the body to which he belonged, has 
taken his ground respecting it, and uniform­ 
ly with so thorough a comprehension of all 
its bearings, that his opinions have wanted 
no modification afterwards. 'In this way he 
has been much the most consistent o f all 
our leading public men. 
It is not at all 
disreputable to any man that he is som e­ 
times in error, nor that when he perceives 
the truth, he avows the change which his 
opinions have undergone. 
It is alleged, 
we know, that Mr. Calhoun is inconsistent 
because he advocated the stim ulating of 


this principle in its practical operation. 
In his personal character Mr. Calhoun 
is a model for statesm en. 
Am id all the 
bitterness with which he has been assailed, 
the purity of his life was never questioned. 
He professes to make the precepts o f the 
Bible his rule o f life, and no one ever ques­ 
tions the sincerity of his profession. -Many 
men wlio stood reputably in c u r churche.s, 
have fallen under the temptations o f pub 
lie life, made shipreck of th e faith, become 
vicious in their personal habits, and unwor­ 
thy o f in their political associations.

Tiic corrupting influence 
o f party arrangement would terminate; the 
spoils would cease to bo divided among 
hungry scramblers; good men would be no 
longer proscribed from ollico to make room 
for parly sycophants; the low, groveling 
passions o f tlic vicious would no longer be 
appealed to but tho panriotisin which ought 
to fill every American bosom.

W hile we are w eak in political 
power, and never have had a president re­ 
flecting fully our peculiar view s, because 
one of us, w e furnish three-fourths o f the 
vast annual exports o f the country, and pay 
a like proportion o f the taxes to support the 
Government!

“ The great political influence whicli such 
an institution is able to exert, should be an 
objection to its incorporation by. every cit­ 
izen who is opposed to the subjection of the 
Government to moneyed control. 
The on- 
ly pretext for it is that it may be an au.xilia- 
ry to the Government and the people as a 
financial and commercial agent. 
Experi- 
enoe has proven tlmt the Government is not 
depen eiit on its aid—as, little is it needed, 
to cqualize commercial exchange. 
Indeed 
it cannot effect 
that 
object. 
Exchange 
was as liighin an oppressive period o f com­ 
mercial revulsion, during the existence of 
the late cliarter, as it has been at any time 
since its expiration, and althougli the coun. 
try has not recovered entirely from the dis­ 
tress whicli that Bank had its share of 
agency in producing, e.xchange has gone 
down to a rate which could not he reduced 
under the auspices of such an institution. 
As a National Bank is not necessary as a 
financial agent, nor as a regulator of ex­ 
change, wherefore shall one be established? 
It has never afforded facilities nor accomo­ 
dations to the great mass of the people, and 
if hopes are inspired that such will bo the 
practice o f a new institution, they arc fal­ 
lacious and cannot be- realized.

of Gpvcrninent fostering State aiiiliorities, 
internal peace nnd iraiiquilliy, and inde­ 
pendence of all foreign influence-’ 
If we wore di.spo.scd to play the critic as 
narrowly as those who have manufactured 
such a bpghcar ou.t of this rn.solulioti, wc 
could easily sliowthat.ils tei ms may ho just 
as fairly construed to embrace the full dnc- 
Irinc ofdow duties for revcmio purposes, 
arid'no protection. 
“ No prohihilion” .cov 
crs “ no protection;” for duties are only pro- 
tectivc to 'ho cxleiit they exclude iinpoita 
tions. 
Even revenue duties, to .some degree 
exclude importations: but up to tlie point 
when they produce the amount reqnired hy 
Ihepnidic wants, tlicy, .and all tlicir acci­ 
dental eff CIS, aro aiilhorizoii directly in the 
taxing power, and allowed in Deinocratic 
doctrine under the descrijitioii of “ low du­ 
ties” for revenue. W hen they go beyond that 
they are for “ prohibition,” w hich the S yra­ 
cuse convention rejects in every form. 


It says nothing of the protection of nianu 
factures, or manufacturers, in any branch 
o f hiisine.ss; 
but tlie “encouragement of 
labor” ill all its branches, and that by wise 
discriminations which shall not prohibit im­ 
ports, on revenue principles. 
Is not a re­ 
duction of duties on imports an encourage, 
inent to all labor which produces exchange­ 
able value? 
Is not the reduction of the tax­ 
es which interrupt the free exchanges of 
the products of labor in the best markets, 
tlic best encouragement to the producer? 
and, in stich'reduciions, can a fixed rule 
possibly do justice to all classes of society? 
and arc not discriminations necessary? and 
sliould they not be “ wisely” made? 
If the 
revenue point on every article is to be reach, 
ed, in order to give eqiial effect to every 
duly/m ust not each be considered in its own 
relations towards the foreign and domestic 
market, its character and availability for 
revenue, and probable product at different 
rates? 
A gain:' W ise discrimination— for 
tlie 
“encouragem ent of labor,” not the protec­ 
tion of capitalists— demands consideration 
for the laborer. 
By the operation o f our 
Federal system of finances, the capitalist 
easily escapes his proportionate share of 
coiitrlbutinii to tlio public wants; and the 
man whose only properly is his labor pays 
a most disproportionate amount. 
T he la­ 
borer, whose whole earnings are consumed 
in the daily support of himself and family, 
pays taxes on his whole capital—that is, 
the product of his daily labor— when the 
burden falls upon consumption by the sys­ 
tem of import 
duties. 
Discriminations 
which, within the revenue line favor the 
poorconsumor, and give the daily necessa­ 
ries which !iis family requires the benefit of 
a iliscrirnination, are, surely, “encourage­ 
ments to labor,” and, bo'stowed equally, 
they are not of the character of “ protec­ 
tion,” blit are a just exercise of a beiioficeiit 
power, in apportioning the burdens of tax­ 
ation according to the ability to sustain 
them. 
Wc might procec'l and show that 
every phrase in this rc.solution is capable 
of a coiistriiclion entirely constitutional, 
and in accordance with the fullest free-trade 
doctrine.s avowed by the Democratic party 
in the S uith. 
W e should acquie.scc in the 
complaint that they are left too inucli to the 
construction of the commentator— that they 
are clothed in such vagiic and general 
forms of expression, that ill-natured critics 
may give them another gloss, and torture 
strange meanings out of them for a sinister 
object. 
Construed in a friendly spirit, and 
taken in connexion with *11 the collateral 
facts, there is notiiiiig in the Syracn.sc con­ 
vention resolution which cannot be fully rec­ 
onciled with till tlie demands of the univer- 
sal IJnmocralic p'.lioy. 
TKoy'minht hare 
been (and should have been, for their own 
protection against 
iiiisrepreseniatton 
by 
their enemies, and for the aid of their 
frienils in defending them) more explicit, di- 
rod. and unmistakcahle. 
It ought to have 
been known what sharp optics there arc 
anring some politicians, and what ingenui­ 
ty of perversion may exi.st un<ler the cover 
of exceeding purilanism of patriotism or 
doctrine. 
But, while the ultra and hostile critics 
arc straining lliemsclvo.s to make the propo­ 
sition wliich they draw from the. Syracuse 
resolution odious as a doctrine, and cau.se 
for an itiler hreaeh of the party, let us 
qiioto a few favorite authorities, to show 
that even their own consiriiclion of the Sy- 
racnso lioresy has hioh authority among 
free-trade men, and llie very highest aiiioiig 
ihos'' for whose benefit the outcry again.sl 
the New York Demnciats is intended. 
■Suppose the Syracuse resolution, by a rev- 
entie larilf, «’iihout prohibitions, discrimina, 
tina for th ; “eiicounigeiiient of labor" in 
“cominerco, agriciiltiirp, and maiiufactii 
res.” to mean a tariff for revenue, vvilhdis- 
criminalions for “ protection”— which i.s nia- 
kiiiir a strnog suppo.sition: docs this doctrine 
vary from that aniioniiccd in the following 
extracts from the highest free-trade author, 
tiy in thc Souih? 
VVe ask attention first to 
the e.xtract frnni the Address to the people 
of the United .States of the free-trade con­ 
vention, «liieh assembled at Philadelphia 
ill Oclohcr, 1831. 
Juilge P. P. Barbour, 
of Virginia, was chairm an; and the South­ 
ern States were largely represented by the 
highest talent and stronge.st free-trade advo- 
cates.

dred oftliat population, the.ro are oslimati'cl 
to be fifty-two Germans, eleven American.s. 
eight Polanders, seven Prussians, six Dutch­ 
men, five Portugese, four Englisinc't, ihruc 
Frenchm en, two Austrians, and two Span­ 
iards. 
Upwards of half of them are ped-' 
lars; many of them are merchants and bro­ 
kers; some are petty dealers in dry goods, 
others in liquors; there are among tiiem al­ 
so shoemakers and tailors, an d a few butch- 
ers.— More than one halfof them are poor; 
some so mucli so as to require assistance • of 
their brethren, 
M an y are in comfortable 
circum stances;.but very few are wealthy 
compared with their brcihroii in' Gerinany 
and England. 
T here arc two 
children 
under twelve years of age on aii average, to 
each family. These are taught the Hebrew 
letters vc ry young, and can generally road 
prayers in that language when eight years 
old— without, however, in most ca.scs, uit. 
dcr.standing the import of what they read. 
It is estimated that of the poorer cia.ssr-s, 
nearly all of whom read the longmige (Iti- 
enlly, not one in twenty reacl-s it nndcr.sian- 
dingly. 
The Jcw.s hero have Sabbath schools, 
which are taught on Saturday. 
'I'liey also 
have schools on th.c other days of iiic wiek, 
to w’hich theirchildren are taught Hebrew, 
German, and English, by Jewisii iiistrnc- 
tors. 
A few send their children to ptthlic 
schools and to Christian Sabbath seiiools. 
T hey have nine synagogues in the city, 
three of which arc well attended.

W hy is there xo F rost o.v a Ci.oudv, 
NIGHT?—Tho remark is frequently made, 
that “ there will he no fro.st to night, for it is. 
■toocloudy” 
A correspondent of the Now. 
ark D aily Advertiser, thus explains this 
phenomenon, so fam iliar to all, hut the why 
and wherefore of which few have taken the 
trouble to asecrtalii:— “ All bodies emit heat 
in proportion as they contain it. 
Two bod. 
ie.s of equal tem perature placed beside cao.h 
other, will m utually give and receive equal 
quantities of heat; tiiorcfore one will not 
gain of the other. 
But a piece of ice 
placed in a warn room will receive nuich 
more heat 
from the surrounding objects 
than it imparts; it will ili'orcforo gain in 
tem perature and mel'l 
T he earth during 
the day received much more heat from the 
the sun tlian it imparts to tlio surroiinding 
space in the same time— But during a clear 
night, the snrfacoof the earth is constaiilly 
parting with its heat, and receiving none; 
the conacqiicnco is, that if becomes .so cold 
that the huntidiiy contained in the surroun- 
ding air becomes condensed, and attaches 
itself to objects in tlie form of dew, in tbo 
same manner that a tum bler or a pitcher 
coutaining cold water, ‘sweats’ as it is cal­ 
led, in a hot day— the surface is cooled by 
the w.ater, and this surface/condenscs the 
humidity of tho contigous air. 
If the sur- 
face of the earth, after tho form.ation of 
dew, loses heat enough to bring it to tiie 
freezing point, the dew becomes frozen, and 
we. have a frost. 
But if it bo cloudy", then 
the, heat radiating from the earth, tvill be 
received by the-clouds, and by tliem tlie 
greater portion of itwilM ic returned to the 
earth; thus the surface of the earth very 
nearly retains its tem perature, which not 
only prevents frost, hut almost alw ays pro 
vents even the formation of dew.
